London, Aprfl 18. — The Daily Ifmja' 
leading article Hays: In the event of 
the all'iiir with Annain invoUing 
Franco in war with China, it ia under- 
stood that France will confine Lersolf 
to blockading Chinese ports, as Mhi is 
very well laware of the difficulties of lAn. 
expedition, to Pekin. The A^ew^ adds 
that it will bo a very seriouB matter to 
stop trade between China and America, 
England and Germany, and it will be 
worth while for Franco to cousider 
whether Prince Bismarck will submit 
to such action. 

LojfPON, April 18.— The affidavit of 
a- clerk in the po.stal telegraph service 
aays-that, men, whom he Huppoaes to be 
Fenians, accosted him, bandaged ^hia 
eyes near the Broad street railway 
station, and compelled him, under ])en- 
alty of his life, to answer questions of 
the whereabouts of engines and the 
number and duties of persona employed 
in the central telegraph offices. He 
was afterward conveyed to Kingston 
and questioned by six men. The 
clerk does not know how the Fenians 
learned his name. 

London, April 18. — In the commons 
to-day~ a motion by Pell, conservative, 
in favor of immediate reform in local 
taxation, was only negatived by a vote 
of 217 to 228. An amendment was 
accepted by the government to post- 
pone consideration of reform measures 
until the wholo question of local gov- 
ernment was exaniined.. $he closeness 
of the decision on Pell's motion was 
loudly cheered by the tories. 

London, April 18. — In the city amd 
suburban handicap race to-day betting 
against the winner at the start was 40 
to 1. Roysterer won by a head, there 
being two lengths between the second 
and third horses. Time, 2:12; distance 
about a mile and a quarter. 

Berlin, April, 18. — It m reported 
that the liberals have abandoned the 
intention of moving an address in re- 
ply to the emperor's message, the con- 
servatives and ultramontanes being de- 
termined to discuss the budget for 
1884 and 1885. The committee of 
Fortscrith's party in the reichstag have 
issued a circular, contesting the asser- 
tion in the message of the emperor 
that the reichstag is dilatory and delay- 
ing business. It says the premature 
voting of the budget ia objectionable, 
and biennial budgets always contain 
several bills that require much remodel- 
ling. Fortscrith's party desire to place 
their views on this point clciarly on 
record, in consequence of agitation by 
their opponents, and the possibility of 
a dissolution of the reichstag. 

Berlin, April 18. — "The N&rd 
Deutsche Zeiiwi^ answering comments 
of the French press on a previous arti- 
cle, says: "If monarchy be restored 
in France it is not very likely that 
Germany would doclare war forthwith. 
She would probably await an attack 
by France, which would soon be made, 
under certain conditions. The restored 
monarchy would j)robably declare war 
on Germany without waiting long." 

Berlin, April 18. — The Emperor 
will remain at Weisbaden two weeks. 

Parliament voted 54,000,000 marks 
for the construction of various railways 
in the empire. 

Paris, April 18. — It ia reported that 
trouble between the minister of war 
and Prime Minister Ferry is renewed, 
and the former intends to resign. 

London, April 20. — Norman, Dal- 
ton, Wilson, Dr. Gallegher, Bernard 
Gallagher, Curtin, Ansborough and 
Whitehead, the eight men arrested 
charged with being concerned in a 
dynamite conspiracy, were again 
brought up in the Bow street police 
court this morning. On the prisoners 
being arraigned the commisionor an- 
nounced that Norman had turned in- 
former. The rest of the prisoneTfl, in. 
eluding Gallagher and Whitehead, 
were informally tried for treason and 
felony. Norman testified his real name 
was Wm. Joseph Lynch. He was 
born of Irish parents in the State of 
Now York.

The number of iiiiuiigraiits betjiiiiung 
to arrive in thia province iiuiat houHource 
of general satiafactinn, as the advent of a 
atate of things which has long been eager- 
ly looked forward to, but camu to be ro- 
garded aa aomethins which years only 
could bring about. But tho country liaa 
in a measure been taken by siupriso, and 
what was though.t to be only :i iirDiuiao of 
the future has becoino an :iLtiial condi- 
tion of the present.. It IS lui iiiuioublBil 
fact that larae nunibei a of inunigianta am 
arriving in Victoria, every week, that ninre 
are coming, that tho tide has fairly turn- 
ed in our favor, and that tho intending 
emigrant's attention lias been attracted 
to thia province. A great deal Ikih been 
taid about tho teni[ioratiire and gonial na- 
ture of our oliinato. Cliiiiiito i tv.illy a 
very important commercial item . 'riinsii 
who have lived whore aevoro winterH pro 
vail know that cold climates :uo expon- 
sivo to live in in every w-^y- Fiintly, 
there ia a stagnation of trade for hall' tlie 
year; tho sawinillH cannot «i>rk; tlie shipa 
cannot come into porl ; money i.H lui ni'd 
over very slowly, and llio hoi)e» of every 
body are based on tlio tardy coming of 
spring/ After Ove months' winter the 
seaaon seenu so short when it does come, 
that people who have been " waiting for 
the wagon " havo hardly bad timo to 
jump on before snow coiiimuiicRs to fall 
again. To the mechanic and the laborer, 
climate is of imnionao importance. A cold 
climate, a-s a rule, meaii.s more tiring, more 
clothing, more food, and loss work, and 
one lialf tho year has a strong tendency to 
devour the earniiiga of the other half; fre- 
quently a little more. The writer could 
point out localitif.s in tlie Doiuiiiion where 
the earnings of the people in summer ;u(i 
largely spent in paying off tho debts they 
•had incurred during tlio winter. Clim 
ato, then, iaa very serious matter in an 
economical point of view, especially if a 
man has a family, and people are begin- 
ning to realii^e it. 'I'hcy aro getting tired 
of being frozen up six innntha of the year 
and there is no doubt the excellent cli 
niata of British Columbia has been its 
best advertisement, and luis not been a 
little set off by tho blizzards and general 
severity of the climate iii i\Iaiiitolj;i, iu 
which province many conluliiig p(!ople 
have cast thi^ir lot, tho great indnceiiient 
being that il was an easy placi> to get to 
after the railway was opened. Having 
got the tide of immigration turned our 
way at last, it will bo well to glance at tlu^ 
possibilities connecieii with it. 'I'lie ne- 
ceasity of population is generally conced- 
ed, and the immeiiae^boiipfil.s which iiiiist 
result from tho aetlUMiieiit of I he proviiire 
are too patent to need further conmu'dl. 
But we must have something to otl'er onr 
immigraDti when they arrive. They can- 
not li?e on climate. Some of them will 
have capital, but the majority will have 
togotowork, and einploymont must be 
provided. Nor Is this a diQicult matter; 
there is enough of " iinfiniBhod business" 
in public works banging round this prov- 
ince to supply all that is jieeded, and tlie 
proapeotsare that neceislty will compel 
their completion within a comparatively 
short timo. In the meanwhile we can 
content ourselves wiih the probabilities, 
and say if the works on the drydock were 
prosecuted energetically, if tho island rail- 
way were commenced, tho railway lands 
thrown open, and the Kootenay region 
developed, together with minor private 
enterprises which will doubtlcaa spring in- 
to existence, there need be no fear of any 
rush of immigration, as those works could 
not only be carried on at a reasonable ex - 
pense, but they would provide means of 
flubsiatence for thousands of settlers com- 
ing into the country until the influx coulil 
gradually settle down into natural and 
permanent channels of industry and pro- 
gress. That tho railway lands should be 
thrown open as early aspo.ssiblo is becom- 
ing imperative in order to provide for im- 
migrants coming into the province in 
search of farm lands. With the province 
relieved of tho burden of tho drydock, 
and benefitted by tho labor and outlay 
expended on it; and tho island railway in 
process of construction, private enter- 
prise of all kinds would receive a power- 
ful impetus, and material prosperity wouhl 
reign lo every pact of the country. 

J. FRASER TORRANUE AND THE 
NORTHERN PACIFIC RAIL- 

HO A I>. 



Yesterday morning tlio .Hlunilanl pub- 
lished an editorial from tho Montreal 
O^cette' ot March 24th on the Kootenay 
railroad bill. We have been favored with 
a proapectua of the Canadian Pacific 
Mining Co. (whose bill before tho legis- 
Utive assembly was killed biat week after 
t.ea minutes' discusaion) dated Alonireal 
March 2l8t. Singularly enough the edi- 
torial and the prospeclu.s use ulinoHt iden- 
tical language with regard iu I\uote 
nay, and are both evidently penned by 
the same writer. But tho true inward- 
neas of the project is not given in the 
uew3i>3per article, aa it appears in tho 
proapectui, which is signed by .]. Frasor 
Torrance. After incorporating a company 
witha capital of $200,000 for mining pur 
poses he proposes to dispatch a party to 
the Kootenay lake district to repoil upon 
the veins of ore of which Mc. li. K. 
Sproule has recently given such fabuloiiH 
[4Ccount-3. Aa an inducement to capital- 
ijta to invest tho prospectus says: 

"This lake is not very diOicult of ac- 
cess even noir. The Northern Pacific 
railroad has a station at Sand Point on 
Pen d' Oreille Lake in Northern Idaho, 
where it is only aoiuo sixty iiiilea to flie 
point whore tho Ivootanay rivur croases tlio 
boundary. Thence the river is navigable 
down to Kootenay lake. This road is now 
open. from .Portlahd'jto band i'oint, and 
will soon be completed through to Du- 
luth".... 

"The present owners of lueatioim on 
Kootenay lake (Mr. Sproulu /) would [iro- 
bably' cooperate with our company in 
order to obtain milling and smelting facili- 
ties by giving us an interest in their 
claims or else by very profitable contracts 
to reduce their ores." 

Here we see the inlliiencoof tho North- 
ern. Pacific railroad. It is now believed 
that they [Kiid Mr. S))roulo to come hero 
and by his exaggerated rupnris to excite 
uublic feeling ngainat tho Kootenay bill. 
But in this province they did not d ue to 
openly proclaim|thoir inteiitiouof conii)ell- 
iug tho .mine ownor.s to shii) their ore 
over their own road, it remained for 
Mr. Torrance to do that in .Montreal 
irbere no focal objectiou.'i would bo urged 
, Against'. transporting the metal by a for- 
e^(n eorporationi'-.'About the same time, 
wa believe, 'hi* telegraphed to tho 
government objcctionH to the Kootenay 
railway. Thus, working at both extruuii- 
ties of our Uominion— hejo with Mr. 
Sweeny, and in Montreal tlirough Mr. 
Torrence— the monopoliata of Oregon and 
Washington Territory are trj^ing to cora- 
pelBritish Columbiato pay tribute to their 
j^riuding exactions.

FIAB AND TSItftZBLS LO.SS OF 
LIPB.

S.I.V Fii.\N<'i.sco, April 20. — News was 
received from Sacramento this morning of 
a great calamity by which forty persons 
wore killed and wounded by a falling wall 
which was occasioned by a fire breaking 
out in the kitchen ijf tho Campi restaur- 
ant, on K street. After tho lire had been 
raging a short time tho wall of the hall 
fell outward, falling on the roof of a one 
story building occupied by Ziogler A Hitz- 
oiiborgor as a saloon, and known as tho 
"Sa>nger Hallo" which caused its roof to 
fall in, canying everything into tho baae- 
nient. Thia place has always been a re- 
sort for musicians, and a large crowd, in- 
eluding many iiieinberaof tho Fiiut Artil- 
lery band were in tho saloon. Tho num- 
ber is variously estimated at from twenty 
to forty. The fire department responded 
promptly to the alarm of lire, and after 
extinguishing the fire turned their atten- 
tion to those buried in the debria. ftlany 
of those who were standing near tho wall 
on either side were removed with littlo 
difticulty. Some tifteon or oightoeu wore 
taken out iu this way, more or less in- 
jured. Near tho centre of the building 
tho debris fell clear to the ground, and 
from here was first removed the body of 
,Iohn Heitzonberger, one of the proprie- 
tors of the saloon. Tho second body re- 
moved was that of an elderly man, about 
00 years of ago, respectably dressed, but 
his head and face wore crushed so that ho 
L'unld not be recogni/.ed.

Sad Drowning of Two Pres- 
byterian Missionaries. 

HORRID MURDER OF AN INDIAN CHIEF. 
Fishor?! a&d Otlier Items. 



A sad drowning accident occurred near 
Prince of Wales island, Alaska. Chap- 
man and Penny, two young men attached 
to the American' Presbyterian mission, 
started with an Indian and his son in a 
sailboat inteiuliiig to go to Kluwack. .A 
severe S()uall struck the boat, and tho In- 
dian signalled to one of the iniHsionarics 
to lower tho sail, lie failed to make him- 
self understood and the boat being in 
danger of eapsizing the Indian left his 
place at the rudder and sprang to lower 
the sail. The boat instantly upset. The 
two white men laid hold of the bottom of 
the boat, when one of them was washed 
otf by a huge wave. The otlier tried to 
push the boat towards tho .shore, hut, iiii- 
fortunately, as she wont over the anchor 
ran out "and held horfast. The poor 
man held on till oxliansted and then sank. 
The Indian started to sivim ashoru with 
his son on his back; but Ihe son was 
washed otl' and drowned and the fiitliei' 
reached land in an exhausted state. 

Koid's new cannery, on Smith's Inlet, 
was being pushed ahead witii rapidity. 

Two Indians surrendered theui.selvca to 
Mr. Ifall, .r.P. , at Fort Simpson, conffHs- 
ingthat tliey liad brokiMi into Mr. Croas- 
dailo's store last fall. 

Nuck-um-allyah, a Naas Indian, who 
left his hoim; for a two weeks' hunt, 
promising his friends to rolurn forCliriHt- 
mas; was found dead; his head had been 
cut of with a knife or some sharp instru- 
ment. IJfloss and small branches of trees 
had bpen placed so as to oovi>r the Mood, 
and the ground showed that an atU'iiipt 
had been made to dig a grave, hiil the 
ground being frozen it had licoii a failiiic, 
and it ajipearrd that a atone had been at- 
tached and .the body cast into the lake, 
but the rope breaking, allowed the hody 
to wash ashore. The friends of the de- 
ceased believe they havoa clue which will 
lead to tho defection of the muiilerer. 

C. M. Tate, of Bella Bella, 
has received pormissiom from the mis- 
sionary committee to visit Canada, and 
will come down on tho Otter on horiu'.xl 
trip.

The great Villard has visited Seattle, 
addressed the leading people and depart- 
ed again for Portland. Judge Thomas 
Burke, as repreaentativo of the towns- 
people, addressed Mr. Villard tho three 
following questions: — 

First— When will the N. P. R. B. be 
completed to Puget Soundl 

Second— Why has not the Cascade di- 
vision of tho Northern Pacific railroad 
been built or its construction ever boguni 

Third— If tho people of Seattle will 
raise §150,000 for the purpose of building 
a standard gauge railroad up tho Cedar 
River valley, to connect the Green river 
coal depoaita with Seattle, and alst) to 
connect with the Cascade division of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, will you by the 
agency of any of your companies agree 
to build at once such aroadt 

j\iv. Villard said ho would answer these 
que.stioiiB fully and frankly. Ho said: — 

Mr. Thielsen, who has been incluirge 
of tho engineering department of the 
Northern Pacific, is hero, and ho will 
cimfirm what I say in stating that thu 
surveys and Hcarches for practicable 
routes that have been carried on for 
many years were only brought to a buc- 
ccssfiil conclusion late last fall, when it 
was .altogether too late to think of com- 
mencing work. Then at rib time, no 
matter what may have been said in I ho 
liapt'i s, no matter what may have been 
said liy public mon to the contrary, thu 
work of preparation, that is, of survey- 
ing and locating a line, was not advanced 
biilUiML-iitly until last Octobur to begin 
work. Hero you have tho simple reason 
w hy the work has iiot progressed for some 
yoara on the Oii.wade ilivision; that is, we 
were not ready to begin it. * * * 
I can anuoum o with absidule posiliveneas 
that the main line of the Northern Pacific 
w ill bi' completed before the Ist of Sop- 
temlier ne.xt. We have only about '200 
miles more track to lay. We were last 
Saturday about '.',0 miles north of Bose- 
man with track laying in tho direction of 
Helena. We wore also last ."-"aturday 
four miles beyond the crossing of 
Claike's Fork witli track laying. Con- 
traclH have been conclndoil which insure 
tlio completion of track laying on this 
side, and Helona on the other side of the 
Rircky moiintaina by the lOlh of June. 
The work of the great Mullau tunnel will 
1)1^ c()ni|)l(>tod bv the lOlh of Juno accord- 
ing to contract. 'I'lie lioseman tunnel 
wu could not complete, but wo have car- 
ried a temporay track over it, so there is 
no dilliculty in the way. I expect to 
visit the Pacilic coast again either in Au- 
gust or tho Ist of September, and that on 
the tlrat through train from New York to 
this part of tho North Pacific coast. 
Since my arrival here I have instructed 
Mr. Thielsen to push tho work on the 
line connecting Portland with Kalnma as 
much as possibli;. I told him it must bo 
done by the middle of Se[>teinber, and ha 
assures me tlial il will he done.

(Ireeii River coal fields directly tributary 
to Seattle, and solely tributary as far as 
the ( >. i Co. coiitiols (.hem, and as far as 
your loeal interests centre; and I iiiuler- 
Htand that some of your citixcns are in- 
terested ill them, and as far as any other 
interest that 1 know of, fur instance, Mr. 
Coniwall's representing the interest of 
Mr. I). O. iMills, of New York. That all 
that c<ial trade shall be exclusively trlhu 
iitary to Seattle, and moreover a line of 
standard gauge throughout its entire 
length, and a lino that will form a direct 
connection for tho town of Seattle witli 
the Cascade division of the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad.

BRITISH RAILWAT AQaRSSSIOiT. 

A Corporation Pormitteil to Oefaeo 
tlie Tb&mes Smb^nlcmoat ia 
London. 

.\ London letter says: The railway in- 
terest, though not quite ao aggressive or 
l>owerful aa in the United Stotea, on oc- 
oaaion makes itself felt in a very unpleas- 
ant manner. This has just beon shown 
by the action of tho underground railway 
in the matter of what is known as the 
"ventilation schomo." L."ist year tho com- 
pany succeeded in ,«:nuggling through par- 
liament a' bill to eiiablo them to ventilate 
their lino by means of air-shafta passing 
through the roof of their tunnel and open- 
ing on to tho Thames oinbanknient. The 
proposition acoined harmless enough, and 
in an evil hour tho powers thoy asked for 
were granted. It is now seen too late 
that the company have actually received 
otiicial permission to completely destroy 
the character and beauty of wbatia ineon- 
testahly the chief public work of the Vic- 
torian roign. Public opinion in London 
is strongly excited on the subject, and 
every etl'ort is to be taken to prevent the 
reckless vandalism of the railway men. 
The Thames embankment was completed 
about twelve years ago, at an oxpenseof 
^'25, 000,000. It is an engineering work 
of tlie greatest magnitude, and certainly 
one t)f tho chief glories and ornaments of 
modern London. It was originally con- 
structed in order to narrow the river 
Thames, and ao to deepen and quicken 
tho stream. It was also intended to act 
as a .safcty-valvo to the immense traflic 
passing along tho btrand east and west. 

Tho embankment is .about five miles 
long, and is bounded on one side, for 
most of this length, by beautiful gardens, 
containing many fine trees and rare flow- 
ers. As a promemide or drive it is un- 
equalled in any city of Europe, whether 
for extent or beauty, or the number and 
variety of historical objects which line it 
throughout its length. Now, right in tho 
middle of this magnificent tlioroughfare, 
the Metropolitan Railway Company ia ac- 
tually pkicing hugh hollow iron shafts, at 
the distance of every two or three hundred 
yards. Through these will p.ias, day and 
night, a continuous stream of mephitic 
gases which will klil every shrub and 
Hower ill the neighborhood, and redisce 
oiiornioiisly the value of all adjacent house 
property. The worst feature about the 
whole business is that even parliament 
can not now interfere with the companyj, 
or check its work of reckless destruction, 
By an oversight, a bill granting certain 
powers was passed bust year, and tho o])iii- 
ion of the law olllcers of tho crown is that 
it would bo illegal to supersede this act by 
another directly opposed to it. 

Public opinion inside and outside of 
l)arliami)nt is now dead against all rail- 
way coinpaiiiea, as shown by the fact that 
a bi|l for a now line through Epping for 
est has boon thrown out. A few yeai-s 
ago Kpping forest was rescued at great 
expense from tho hands of aeveral land- 
lords and Interested persons, and, by an 
act of parliament, was directed to be kept 
"forever untouched for the poojde of 
London." Tho railwiiy would have cut 
oflT by tho proposed lino at least three" 
hundred acres tjf forest land, for which no 
sum of money could ever have really 
compensated .

Officers of tho Brush Incandeaaent Illum- 
inating company announce that they are 
now ready to manufacture storage bat- 
tories at the rate of 70 a day, the works 
in Cleveland, Ohio, being finished. 
Brush says he has greatly improved his 
batteries since the exhibition of their 
power last autumn, and now has no hesi- 
tancy in competing -with gas or any sys- 
tem of electric lighting. Contracts for 
lighting by this system have been made 
with numerous houses here and batteries 
are promised within the next three 
weeks. .Among other placet is the Cen- 
tral Nutiiuial bank some of the others 
along Broadway, and Madison Square 
theatre has b^en wired by tho company.

Langtry 
and Gcbhardt have kept very quiet since 
tlioir arrival hero, and though both are 
at tho .Arlington, thoy are not seen even 
by the guests, 'fhey succeed in evading 
special publicity or comment. To-day, 
however, being their last day in tho city, 
they took advantage of tho uncommonly 
fine weather and wont out for an airing. 
They visited a couple of florist eatablish- 
mcnti, at which Gebhardt purchased lav- 
isingly fine flowers for Langtry. 

Washin'oton, .April I!).— tlerr Most de- 
livered a speech to night to the working- 
nion, the greater part of which was de- 
voted to the defence of himself against 
tho nowspapoiB, which, he said, had 
charged him with advising murder, rob- 
bery, burning and destruction of labor- 
aaving machinery, and tho dividing of all 
aipital among tho poor. He said they 
call me murderer because I aaid-it would 
impossible for me to lament a monster 
like tho czar of Russia, who was executed 
by the hands of an oppressed people. 
They call me a robber bocauae I show my 
people how they wero being robbed by 
tho capitalist class, because I said it was 
necessary to bring forward another such 
production by which workingmon could 
profit by their industry. Writers for 
thiovea became very much excited and 
denounced mo as a robber. They mis- 
represented me in tho highest degree 
when they said I advised a division of all 
capital among the people. All I asked 
for was the abolition of the present un- 
just diriaioii of the fruits of the industry 
of the workingmen among capitalists. 
With regard to labor-saving maonineryl 
claimed that we are entitled to our share 
in every new invention. He who declares 
that tho results of science should belong 
exclusively to some privileged class talks 
nonsense, and ia a robber. I want to seo 
tho formation of another system in which 
machinery like all the productions should 
belong to tlie seventl societies, and not to 
a few rich men. The pits for the minors, 
land for the farmers, manufactories for 
tho operatives, and nothing for idlers. 
That'a what I vfant. Speaking of the 
condition of the laboring classes in Eu- 
rope, he said: "All legal means for get- 
ting any reform or progress have been 
taken away from us. Nothing ia left us 
but force." He advised working men in 
-America to organize as well and quickly 
as possible so as to bring political power 
into the hands of tho petiple. Capitalists 
in this country, he said, would not give 
up their privileges and power and tyran- 
oua influences without the exercise of 
force to compel them to do so.

Warm underflannels are more es- 
sential to one's physical well being 
than a satin wrap. 

Cream pudding. — Stir together one 
pint of cream, three ounces of sugar, 
the yolks of three eggs and n Utile 
grated nutmeg; add the well-beaton 
whites, stirring lightly, and pour into 
a buttered pie-plate on which has been 
sprinkled the crumbs of .stale bread to 
about tho thickness of an ordinary 
crust ; sprinkle over the top a layer of 
bread crumLs and bake. 

Braised Illbs of Beef with Maccnro- 
ni. — Bone nnil roll the rib.s of beef and 
braise with white wine; when coooked 
remove the beef, pa.^s the sauce through 
a tammy, skim off all the fat, pour in- 
to a sauceboat and .idd the remaining 
half to Bomo boiled macearoni, seuson 
with salt, pepper, a lump of fresh but- 
ter and gn-itod Parmewan or gruyere 
cheese; place on a dish and lay tho ribs 
of betif on it. 

Haricot I'eans a la Bretonde. — 
Alince half a pound of onions, blanch 
and drain. Brown ia five otineea of 
butter, and when a good color add an 
ounce of flour, somo salt and pejiper: 
leave on the fire for live ininute.s; 
inoidtcii with a pint and a half of .stock, 
and cook for twenty minutes, stirring 
all the time; then add a pint of harri- 
cot beans, which have been well boiled, 
and an ounce of butter; warm and 
serve. 

Eggs brouille. — Cut two muahrooniH 
into slices and fry them for a minute 
in two table.spoonfuls of batter. Boat 
together half a dozen of eggs, a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a little pepper and 
half' a cupful of cream, and pub tlieni 
iu a saucepan. Add the nuislirooni.s 
and two tablespoonfuls of butter to 
the.se ingr6<lientH, and stir the mixture 
over a luotlerate lire until it thickens. 
Then take from the (ire and beat rapid- 
ly until the eggs become thick and 
ereamy. Place slices of toast upon a 
hot platter, and heap the mixture upon 
them. Aid a garnish of toast, that is, 
thin slices of toast cut into triangles.

The Sensation at Ottawa- 

Ottawa, April 18.— The story of the 
shooting at Rideau Hall last night caused 
uneasiness in some qu.irters, and in others 
the affair was regarded as a hoax. In tho 
vice-regal resideuco there was some alarm 
and the cabinet council considered the 
matter. Policemen thus toll the story: 
Shortly after midnight oilicer Geddes wa« 
attracted by the report of pistol shots pro- 
ceeding from a grove about midway be- 
tween the gashouse and the residence of 
Colonel DoWiiUcn, and following in quick 
succession wero three other shots. Ged- 
des made a rush in the direction of the 
direction of the grove and observed the 
form of a tall man retreating, llemem- 
bering the explicit instructions from the 
auperintendent of police not to leave his 
post on any account, he returned to his 
beat and the party escaped. 

Uflicer Uattoii, on tho adjoining beat, 
met Geddes retur.iing from the bush and 
also heard shots. Tho superintendent of 
police attaches little importance to the oc- 
currence and suspects tlie officers who re- 
ported the matter were drawing on their 
imagination, from the fact that in the vi- 
cinity of the grove there is a ainall lake, 
and it is assorted that the shots wero fired 
by sportsmen, who occasionally shoot 
nuiskr.ats, which abound there. 

OrrAWA, April 18. — Private detiictivea 
last night patrolled parliament grounds 
and searched parliament buildings. They 
are very reticent. Many anonymous 
letters reached lUdcau Hall last evening. 
It is reported that one detective has a clue 
which may lead to the identification of 
the author of at least one of the docu- 
ments. The guard last night at tho gov- 
meiit house was doubled. 

Ottawa, April 10.— It is .said the police 
have under surveillance a notorious mem- 
ber of tho land league, and that his arrest 
will shortly be made. 

t^ueen Victoria, to-day, cabled for full 
particulars of the shooting incident last 
night, and they wore dispatched. 

QuEiir.c, Aprir.iO. The fire here, when 
first discovered, had half the structure in 
flames. Tho firemen were quickly at 
work, but fiainos had the mastery, and 
were soon bursting from every window in 
the main block. The whole city was lit 
up, and thousands of people thronged the 
streets. The cavalry were drilling at the 
time, and a battery from the citadel 
marched to tho acone, and saved perhaps 
half of the west wing containing commit- 
tee rooms, which alone were saved, but 
were much damaged. All the walls were 
burnt, bat a portion are yet standing. A 
now stone parliament house will be erect- 
ed, contracts for which were given out 
four weeks ago. The government pays in 
perpetuity, however, to the archbishop, a 
ground rent of S4000 annuallv.
